COL. HOUSE HAS SOME 
PRACTICE AT “‘SNIPING.” 


Lord Northcliffe Describes Recent Visit 
to Pershing’s Training Camp. 


cliffe has written the following 

impressions of his visit to the 
American forces in the field for the 
Associated Press: 

“I saw today the spearhead of the 
Great American army of the future. 
I had the honor of being invited by 
Gen. Pershing to accompany Gen. 
Bliss, Col. and Mrs. House, Ambas- 
sador and Mrs. Sharp, Admiral Ben- 
son, Mr. Crosby of the treasury, Mr. 
Colby, Mr. Cravath and Mr. Auchin- 
closs to the American headquarters 
and front. 

“Leaving Paris at 8 o'clock in the 
morning, we returned at 10 o'clock 
at night, which may give same idea 
of the distances on the American 
map in France. The journey, in an 
excellently-appointed special train, 
brought us to a tiny rallway ta- 
tion, where the guard of honor was 
waiting to receive Gen. Pershing. 
Gen. Bliss and ol. House, and we 
passed through half a mile of grim, 
hardy young Americans in trench 
helmets standing at attention. They 
are in fine health and spirits. 

“Eastern France was under « 
frost, not the dazzling, keen atmos- 
phere of New York, but a sunny, 
damp atmosphere, to which Ameri- 
cans are unaccustomed but which 
they are bearing well. The air was 
full of the thudding of great guns 
in an artifiery battle, which, as a 
young West Point officer told me, 
had now been proceeding without 
cessation for three days and three 
nights some miles away to the East. 

AMERICAN AIRMEN ACTIVE, 

“Our immediate object was a visit 
to the intensive training camp, or

"We stood well out of the reach 
of detonating bombs, and the throw- 
ers bent low in the trench after the 
projection of the missile and until 
its force and detonation threw up 
earth and stones in every d jon. 

“Then came an exhibition of | 
trench fighting, bayenet practice and 
a very fine quarter-hour of work 
with the French seventy-fives——3- 
inch—at a range of a mile and a 
half. The target was in a small 
wood, and after the firet four shots 
the gunners got the range almost 
every time. The spotting was done 
by an airplane, which hovered over- 
head and indicated the hits by wire- 


less. 

“Col. House manifested his Texan 
origin by some excellent rie prac- 
tice in the sniping school. Wooden 
models of enemy snipers are alt- 
concealed among rocks and folage 
at a distance of some hundreds of 
yards, and it is the object of the 
pupils in this part of the war game 
to draw a sudden bead on an enemy 


dummy and get it. Many of the 
Americans are already adepts at 
sniping. 


“Our party then returned to th

DOOM OF PRUSSIANISM. 


London Newspapers Laud the Principles 


Enunciated by the President.

ONDON, Dec. 6.—The Stand- 

ard says: “President Wilson's 

speech means the doom of 
Prussianism and all it stands for.“ 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: “The 
President's decision to declare war 
on Austria for the purpose of 
breaking the vassalage to the Ger- 
man government, his declaration 
that peace must give freedom to the 
peoples of the Balkans and Turkey 
is the most direct approach to a 
practical handling of the muddle of 
the eastern question yet made by 
any Allied statesman.”

THREE SUCCESSIVE DAYS SHOW 
CLOSE APPROACH TO THREE 
THOUSAND MARK.

n its reply of December 15, 
1916, the imperial and royal gov- 
ernment stated that it was not pos- 
sessed With authentic knowledge of 
all the pertinent correspendence of 
the United States nor was it of the 
opinion that such knowledge would 
be sufficient to cover the Ancona 
case, Which was of essentially a dif- 
ferent character from those under 
discussion with the Berlin govern- 
ment. 

“Nevertheless, in reply to the 
American note of December 19, 1915 
the Austro-Hungarian government in 


us note of December 19 stated 


concerns the principle ex- 


pressed in the very esteemed note 


that hostile private ships, in so far 
as they do not flee or offer resist- 
ance, May not be destroyed without 
the persons on board having been 
Placed in safety, the imperial and 
royal government is able substantial- 
ly to aasent to this view of the 
Washington Cabinet.’ 

Moreover in the case of the 
Pemia, the Aystro-Hungarian gov- 
ernment in January, 1916, stated in 
effect that, while it had received no 
information with regard to the sink- 
ing of the Persia, yet in case its re- 
sponsibility were involved, the gov- 
ernment would be guided by the 
principles agreed to in the Ancona 


BETRAYS ITS PURPOSE. 

“Within one month thereafter 
the imperial and royal government, 
coincidently with the German dec- 
laration of February 10, 1916, on the 
treatment of armed merchantmen, 
announced that “all merchant vee- 
sels armed with cannon for what- 
ever purpose by this very fact loss 
the character of peaceable vessels,” 
and that, “under these conditions, 


orders have been given to Austro- 


Hungarian naval forces to treat such 
shipe as belligerent Vessels.” 

“In accordance with this dedara- 
tion several vessels with Americans 
on board have been sunk in the 
Mediterranean, presumably by Aus- 
trian submarines, some of which 
were torpedoed without warning’ by 
submarines flying the Austrian flag, 
as in the cases of the British steam- 
ers Secondo and Weish Prince. In- 
quiries made through the Ame 
Ambassador at Vienna @s to these 
cases have so far elicited no infor- 
mation and no reply. 

JOINS WITH GERMANY: 
“*Again on January 31, 1917, co- 
incidently with the German declara- 

tion of submarine danger zones in 
waters washing the coasts of the En- 
tente countries, the imperial and 
royal government announced to the 
United States government that Aus- 
tria-Hungary and its allies would 
from February 1 “prevent by every 
means any navigation whatsoever 
within a definite closed area.” 

Prom the foregoing it seems 
fair to conclud¢e that the pledge 
given in the Ancona case and con- 
firmed in the Persia case is essen- 
tlally the same as that given in the 
note of the imperial German gov- 
ernment dated May 4, 1916, via: “In 
accordance with general principles 
of visit and search and destruction 
of merchant vessels recognized by 
international law, such vessels, both 
within and without the area de- 
clared as a paval war zone, shall 
not be sunk without warning and 
without saving human lives, unless 
these ships attempt to escape or of- 
fer resistance,” and that this pledge 
has been modified to a greater or 
lesser extent by the declarations of 
the tmpertal amd royal government 
of February’ 10, 1916, and January 
Si, 1917. 

BECOMES “DEFINITE.” 
“Tn view, therefore, of the un- 

certainty as to the interpretation to 
be placed upon those declarations, 
and particularily this latter decilara- 
tion, it is important that the United 
States government be advised def- 
initely and clearly of the attitude 
of the imperial and royal govern- 
ment in regard to the prosecution of 
submarine warfare in these circum- 
stances. | 

„Please bring this matter orally 
to the attention of the Austrian gov- 
ernment and request to be advised 
as to whether the pledge given in 
the Ancona and Persia cases is to 
be interpreted as modified or with- 
drawn by the declarations of Febru- 
ary 10, 1916, and January 31, 1917. 
If, after your conversation, it seems 
advisable you hand to the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs a paraphrase of 
this instruction, leaving the quoted 
texts verbatim.’ 

“In reply ‘the Austrian govern- 
ment in an aide memotre of March 
after reviewing the illegal 
blockade measures of the Allies, 
stated that ‘it now as heretofore 
firmly adheres to the assurances giv- 
en by K' in the Ancona case. 

DENIED COMPLICITY. 

The Austro-Hungarian government

THREATENS UNITED STATES. 

“Before war was declared to en- 
ist between the United States and 
the imperial German government, it 
was intimated to the United States 
government that if War should be 
deciared by the United States upon 
Germany, Austria-Hungary would 
be under obligation to break off dip- 
lomatic relations with the 
States. Consequently, after the dec- 
laration of war on April 6, 1917, the 
Austro-Hungarian government in- 
formed the American charge at 
Vienna on April 30 that diplomatic 
relations between the United States 
and Austria-Hungary were broken, 
and handed him passports for him 
self and members of the Embassy. 
The following ie the translation of 
the note handed to the American 
Charge by the Austrian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs 

“ "Vienna, April , 1917. Since oe 
United States of America has 
clared that a state of war exists -. 
tween it and the impertal German 
government, Austria-Hungary, an 
ally of the German empire, has de- 
cided to break off the diplomatic re- 
lations with the United States, and

circumstances to see a termination 
of the personal relations which she 
has had the honor to hold with the 
Charge @'Affaires of the United 
States of America, the undersigned 
does not fall to place at the former's 
disposal herewith the passports for 
the departure from Austria-Hungary 
of himself and other members of the 
Embassy.

“Under the present Austro-German 
drive in northern Italy, the Austrian 
forees were gradually being driven 
back by the forces of the Italian 
army. th the assistance of Ger- 
man troops dran from the Rus 
Man front, a very serious catastro- 
phe was inflicted upon the Italian 
arms, which, if it had not been 
stemmed, might have resulted in 
the collapses of Italy. Such a result 
would have been a great blow to 
those with whom we are associated 
in this war, and as much to the 
United States as to any of her co- 
belligerents, 

“As a result of this situation, the 
Allies have rushed aid to Italy, and 
the United States is sending ships, 
money and supplies and will prob- 
ably soon send troops, who will be 
facing and making war on Austrian 
soldiers. 

“The Italian situation is one of 
the utmost importance in the — 
ent conduct of the war. A dec 
tion of war by the United States 
against Austria-Hungary will heart- 
en the people of Italy, who have 
been misled by the mischevious and 
deluding propaganda engineered by 
Germans. It will strengthen, from 
a military point of view, the whole 
Allied cause. These are strong con- 
siderations for a declaration of war 
against Austria-Hungary. 

“These considerations and the 
fact that Austria-Hungary is ad- 
hering to the illegal and inhumane 
policy of ruthless submarine war- 
fare and is, as the committee be- 
Heves, making War upon American 
vessels and Amertcan citfvens on the 
hith seas, and other reasons which 
are not deemed necessary to re- 
capitulate here, induced the commit- 
tee to report unanimously the gc- 
eompanying resolution, declaring 
that a state of war exists between 
the tmperial and royal Austro-Hun- 
en rlan government and the govern- 
ment of the people of the nta 
States and making on to pros- 
ecute the same.

UTOCRATIO AMERICA. 

Democratic America, “the land of the 
free and the home of the brave,” has re 
nounced temporarily its democracy, but not 
its valor—and is happy about it. Demoo 
racies have been overthrown in the past, 
the liberties of peoples have been wrested 
from them through force or Ofilched from 
them through political subterfuge; but there 
is no parallel in history of the voluntary 
renunciation by which the whole people of 
the United States—excepting a shred of dis- 
loyal and pacifist nincompoops—have fore 
gone their democratic institutions and have 
conferred on the President of the United 
States absolute authority over their liber 
ties, their property and their labor. 

As a military autocracy the United States 
is as absolute in some respects as Prussia 
itself, and the authority of President Wil- 
son ig even greater in certain lines than 
that of the Kaiser; but there is this differ 
ence, as vast as the waste of water that 
rolls between the two countries: the Amer 
ican people have conferred this power upon 
their President for a specific purpose dur- 
ing the duration of the war; that of the 
Kaiser is a yoke fastened with bows of 
steel to the neck of the German people. 
When peace is again declared autocracy in 
the United States will return like the sword 
of liberty to its ecabbard; but if the yoke 
of the House of Hohenzollern remains un- 
broken the enslavement of the German peo- 
ple will be made even more absolute. 

Mental discipline is as necessary to the 
civilian ‘in these parious times as military 
discipline to the conscript. In addition to 
a conscription of men there has been a 
conscription of wealth, of liberty, of labor 
and of industry. Freedom of the individual 
exists no more for the civilian than for the 
soldier. One is no longer permitted to ac- 
cept the lowest offer in buying and the 
highest in selling; standard prices are fixed 
by the government; buying lower or selling 
higher than the government figure consti- 
tutes a felony. An investor has ceased to 
control his own capital; Congress has con- 
ferred upon the goverument the authority 
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session. Wating meat on meatiess days and 
wheat on wheatiess days is now penalized; 
any violator of those edicts risks bis own 
liberty. 

Ports are opened and closed at the whim 
of government officials. Freedom of the 
press is curtalled to the extent that the 
Postmaster General is empowered to close 
the mails to any publication with whose 
utterances he is not in sympathy. This 


circulate by hand any publication barred 

from the mails constitutes a felony. The 

government tax-gatherers dog our footsteps 

from the cradle to the grave—and after. 

History contains few instances of a greater 
political bondage than the American peo- 

ple now endure; and yet, behold the anom- . 
aly, there has not been any other time 

within a generation when the American 

people have felt so free or have boasted so 

proudly of their liberties. | 


This voluntary abnegation is at once the 
‘marvel and the despair of the Central Pow- 
ers. The diplomats of Berlin and Vienna 
believed that the American people were too 
divided among themselves to pursue a fixed 
war policy. This misconception of the 
American spirit is one of the nfany blunders 
of the German and Austrian governments. 
They could not understand that the Amer- 
ican ple have so thoroughly conquered 
thelr Udberties and that the spirit of democ- 
racy is so general in the United States that 
the people do not fear to submit to heroic 
discipline in time of stress. A less enlight- 
ened people would hesitate to place gyves 
about their own wrists; but the great mass 
of American citizenship has never even for 
a moment doubted that peace has a magic 
key to unlock any gyve that had been 
fastened on during the progress of the war. 

Democracies were unstable in the past 
because the peoples lacked the enlighten- 
ment necessary to trust their liberties to 
the governing power when the foundations 
of those liberties were attacked. All at- 
tempts at democratic coordination 
sioned rebellions similar to those which 
are rending Russia at this time. Ignorance 
is more to be feared than despotism. The 
people of the United States have demon- 
strated during the last eight months that 
they have reached a stage of enlightenment 
where bogies uo longer frighten them. In 


ism relating to labor and production been 
80 generally adopted in all their radical- 
ism; yet there has not been a time in ten 
years when the Socialists were so thor- 
oughly discredited. For this paradox there 
is a simple explanation; the machinery of 
Socialism has not been adopted in the spirit 
in which Socialism offers itself. Just as. 
the law recognizes that it is the intent 
which constitutes the crime, the people rec- 
ognize that it is not the machinery but the 
intent that constitutes Socialism. Playing 
with fire, it is true: but heat properly ap- 
plied becomes constructive. Socialism cop- 
led the formulas of absolutism: it originat- 
ed nothing: in using similar formulas de- 
mocracy bas applied them much better than 
Soclaljem ever did, for they are edged tools 
which Socialism was always too much of 
a bungler to handle.

There are but two ways by which any 
government—national, state or municipal 
can obtain money. One is by the exercise 
of the taxing power and the other is by 
borrowing. 

Taxes should be apportioned among tax 
payers in accordance with their ability to 
pay. and in measuring such ability income 
constitutes a better standard than capital. 

“Vexatious taxes, said Senator Gore, bur 
densome taxes, taxes which impose upon 
the taxpayers burdens out of proportion to 
the revenues received by the government, 
ought not to be the first taxes imposed. 
They ought to be among the last; and the 
resources for less objectionable taxation 
ought to be practically exhausted before 
the more onerous taxes are resorted to.” 

No system of public finance is sound 
which dries up the soutes of future reve 
nue. Any sound system must acknowledge 
the certainty of future demands and con- 
serve the sources of future supplies. There 
are two methods by which the government 
can raise the revenue to meet the expend!- 
tures and exactions of this war. Under the 
Constitution the government hag the power 
to tax and it has the power to borrow. All 
the money required must be raised by the 


exercise of one or the other of these pow. 


ers. 

The existence of these two powers gives 
rise to three policies of financine the war. 
The first is based exclusively upon the pow- 
er of taxation. This is known as the “pay- 
as-you-zo” policy. Whenever the necessi- 
ties of the situation can be met in this way 
it is the wisest way. It minimizes the evils 
during the progress of the war, and it mini- 
mizes the aftermath of industrial depres- 
sion, shrinkage and wreckage which follow 
like rivens in the wake of war 

The second plan is based exclusively 
upon the use of public credit. The only 
nation that relles upon that system is Ger- 
many. That nation is issuine bonds to 
raise money to pay the interest on her 
bonded debt and relies upon exacting in- 
demnities from her subjugated enemies to 
pay the principal. Unless the United States

They did not lose anything by the 
latter employmert, as they took out 
their commission when they sent 
Smith the check for the balance of 
50 cents a year, but they claim that 
they were unable to extract any 
money for services performed in 
writing the letters.
